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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach a combination of all the limitations as claimed in the independent claim 1, wherein the 
claimed invention comprising the steps of applying to said object a light beam formed of 
incoherent light and reflecting said applied incoherent light beam from said object to provide a 
reflected light beam; providing electrical signals representative of said reflected light beam; 
determining an image quality metric in accordance with said electrical signals to provide a 
determined image quality metric; determining an image in accordance with said determined 
image quality metric to provide a determined image; and performing said procedure in 
accordance with said image quality metric and said determined image, as claimed. The prior art 
does not disclose or fairly suggest, either alone or in combining with any other reference, to meet 
a combination of all the limitations as claimed in claim 1 either under 35 USC 102 or 103. 
Therefore claims 1-24 and 40-48 could be allowable over the prior art of record.
